Saul was in a deep fleep from 
the Lord, and notwithftanding his {peare and his crufe 
wastaken from his bol{ter, nay, notwithftanding his 
mortallenemy (ashe fuppofed him ) wasvery neare 
him,yet heawaked not Sifera was fo faft a fleepe. Judges. 
4.21. that Fael notwithftanding her approaches, her 
nayle, her hammer, and {miting did not awake him. 
Jonah was fo deep afleep. jonah.1. 6. that leopardy of 
life, by reafon of the tempeftuous raging of the Sea, 
didnotat all affect him, nay, P{al.76. 6. the defiruction 
and the totall overthrow of the Chariots,and Hor[izen are 
{et forth by thisexpreffion of deep fleep. Now in all 
thefe places either the word Tardema herein the Text, 
or a word, purely of the fame fignification, andcom- 
ming from the fame root,is ufed, which roote is Radam 
Signifying to be overwhelmed with fleep. 

‘The Septuagint render this word feverall wayes. 
Sometimes by éevér a word that fignifies fuch an 
aftonifhment by reafon of fear, as that aman isnot 
himfelfe, or knoweth not what hee doth, fome- 
times they render it , by. ‘éxseos which fignifies a 
mans going out of himfelfe.
